There are seventeenofficial weather 
stations maintained by the Govern- 
mentln Kentucky, and the total 
rainfall in inches or parts at each 
for the period above mentioned was 
as follows: Bardstown, .05; Bowl 
ing Green, .71; Karlington, 2 43; 
Greensburg, .10; Henderson, 1 2o, 
Hopkinsville, .55; Lexington, 2.29; 

Maysville, .21; Mt. 
>wensboro, 1.89; Pa- 
ducah, 55; Richmond, .30; Shelby- 
ville, .44; St. John, Hardin county, 
28, Williamsburg, 1.54. 

It will be seen that these stations 
are well distributed' and cover 
practically every portion of the 
State, and it-may be said that some 
rain fell in every county, but a pre 
cipitation of less than half an incl 
.is too homeopathic a dose for si 
serious a drouth as the present one 
Unless more rain falls very soon it 
sections where there was less that 
half an inch the damage 
be checked, not repaired. 

The early corn and tobacco have 
suffered most, and in the section 
favored with ample rains the 
crops will be helped and good for 
over a half crop, while the late may 
do as well with favorable season 
henceforth. The loss of gardens 
will cause serious inconvenience 
also. There is no sovereign rule 
for estimating the effect of a drouth, 
such as many claim has had 
equal since 1854, but our con 
pondents have made their figui 
and we tabulate and give them 
crop divisions and as a whole, 
such times it behooves farmers 
save every particle of roughness on 
their places for the stock next win 
ter and sow rye, rape, crimson 
clover, etc , for winter and early 
spring pasture and the latter es- 
pecially for the earliest hay next 
spring. Sorghum may be sown 
now and make some forage for fall 
feeding. The rush to unload 
plus stock on the market will cause 
decline in price and should not 
be done where it is possible to feed 
through the winter. 

Corn falls off thirty-three points 
in condition since July 1, and to 
bacco loses twenty-three points. 
Hemp losses twenty-eight points, 
and stock peas lose seventeen points. 
Late meadows lose some, but pas- 
tures are badly burned up. Fruit 
also suffers a decline in condition, 
all due to the heat and drouth,

The je wels should be 
wrapped in jewelers' tissue paper, 
packed in wool and laid away in air*

Keted seriously by tie fumes from 

furnaci s, s< \vi r gas, moisture and fre- 
qm i;tlv by sea air. 

The jewels are tested with a sharp 
instrument to find If theft ttttitogS art 
(feenre. The jewels looked after by 
one of these caretakers never drop 
from their settings at umxpt eti d mo- 
ments. Throughout these examina- 
tions the caretaker uses a powerful 
magnifying glass. The gold or silver 
mountings are then thoroughly 
cleaned with jewelers' rouge, dried 
and polished. Any accumulations of 
dust, grease or soap on the stones are 
'.•artfully n moved wihli the aid of a 
very fine eainel's-hair brush. They 
are then dipped alternately in soap- 
suds and cologne until thoroughly 
cleansed. 

The colors of many gems are affect- 
ed by waterorclcansingfluids. In the 
case of the turquoise the only safe 
fluid is alcohol mixed with whiting. 
Turquoise is frequently discolored by 
the use of water. The caretaker cor- 
rects this by soaking them in stale 
beer to restore the pure azure tone. 

Emeralds require very delicate 
treatment, as do most green stones. 
They are cleaned by being buried in 
absorbent cotton saturated with alco- 
hol. They are never rubbed, but are 
allowed to remain in this bath until 
ill thealcohol has evaporated. 

Pearls are cleaned with naphtha 
and choloroform. They should only 
be rubbed with the hand. The 'heat j 
of human flesh keeps them in good 
condition. About once a year pearls 

should be given ■ special treatment ' 

to keep tlu-rr .-kins in good condition. ' 
To do this the cleanser lays them in 
a cup of warm wheal Hum 'or lukewarm 
fresh milk. 

The caretakers are excellent judges 
of the value of stones, and their serv- 
ices are frequently in demand when 
new jewels are to be bought,

DRESS IN PARLIAMEN' 
■Urrtnt tvHtncs ot Growth ot 

There arr perhaps few mori Milk- 
ing evidences of the growth "f the 
<i«mocraHc spirit, says Jyondon Tit- 
Bits, than what a well-known politi- 
cian called the "cartorinl revolution" 
in the house of < omiimin-. 

A quarter of ii century agn, iwrll 
.within the parliamentary memory of 
Btany of our present legislators, the 
member who appeared m th< bouae 
in a tweed mil or without the conven- 
tionally respectable silk iiat would 
fcave almost been oontiderwj beyond 
the pale of civilization. But more 
modern and less conservative mem- 
ken have changed all that; and any 
sartorial eccentricity fails to surprise 
•ren the most old-fashioned member. 

It is true that in older days there 
were members, few almost as **blaek 
•wans" in proportion, who flew in the 
face of convention and appeared in 
ihe house in a/iy but orthodox or 
•eemly dress. When young Mr. Dis- 
raeli made his memorable first appear- 
ance in debate it was as much hie 
•bizarre- costume as his oratorical col- 
lapse that made him an object of ridu- 
«ule; for the sallow-faced, black-ring- 
leted young Jew, in all the glory of a 
bottle-green swallow -tail coat, a waist- 
coat resembling Joseph'scoat of many 
colors and "aggressive inexpressi- 
bles," was a strange spectacle in a 
•oberly-at tired house with cherished 
traditions as to dress. 

Kobert Lowe, the Lord Sherbrooke 
cf later days, went to the opposite 
•artorial extreme, and used sometimes 
to appear in the house "in baggy trou- 
•ers which a dustman would bay* dia- 
carded, often spotted and plastered 
iwith mud, dirty boots and a coat 
older than the century, with two ca- 
pacious bulging pockets from which 
he would produce his luncheon of 
bread and che< - 
■ . It was a little more than 20 years 
•go that the revolt against conven- 
tional attire began, and it is said that 
Mr. John .Martin \vasitgpioneer,when 
lie appeared at Westminster in a low- 
crowncd felt hat and a jacket suit, 
without, however, the courage toshow 
his head covering in the housi . 

Mr. Cowen was an execlUnj dis- 
ciple; for no one ever saw him in the 
orthodox stovepipe hat, and all the' 
traditions in the world could not di- 
vorce him from hi- comfortable, if un- 
distinguishfd, wide-awake, and the 
jacket the pockets of which Eonnea 
cuch comfortable receptacles for his 
hands. In those later days tin ap- 
pearance of suits of serge and tweed 
attract a* little attention in the house 
as they would in any country village 
atreet; and even tweed caps, which 
would have thrown pur grandfathers 
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ssomed into a- 
r garden. The 
of Belbome (then Lord Wolmer) was 
the first to startle his fellow legislators 
by displaying a gorgeous-hued cum- 
merbund. The house had scarcely re- 
covered from the shock when young 
Mr. C hamberlain appeared in .-till 
more startling waist colors; and the 
rivalry thus begun spread like a 
plague^ until the house literally blazed 
with all the colors of the rainbow and 
"a few more of them," as an Irish 
member said. 

After this even the spectacle of an 
honorable member in kilts or in tsi d 
aa an Indian rajah would scarcely 
cause the house to open its ey_ee in 
wonder; nor did the light of a member 
in all the glory of mayoral robei and 
chains startle it out of ir* composure. 

But. in spite of the license thus per- 
mitted to members, the honsi hat its 
* laws regulating dress for ci i 'tain occa- 
sions. For instance, it is the law of 
centurie- that the mover and seconder 
of the address in reply to ihe speech 
iJrom the throne nsuct appear in uni- 
form or court dress; and thus it hap-

SALT WORKERS OF CADIZ. 

Curloui Way* of a Strange Clan In That 
City. 

A considerable part of theprovince 
of Cadiz, Spain, is low, marshy 
ground, unfit for cultivation. Nafl r- 
theleai it is turned to good account 
by being utilized for the production 
of salt by evaporation. This itOMoj 
the most extensive industries Sfhd 
sources of revenue in the province. 
It gives employment to thousand* oi 
workmen and makes Cadiz an impor- 
tant seaport, as more than two- 
thirds of tho 400,000 tons annually 
produced is exported to foreign lands. 

The pans, says the Boston Journal, 
are dug out in the muddy soil. They 
vary in size, but arc of a uniform 
depth of ten inches. All the salt-pro- 
ducing land is intersected with in- 
numerable small canals. From June 
to September is the season for salt 
production. During this period from 
three to fourharvestsare gathered. 

The salt workers form a distinct 
class of workmen. One generation 
follows another. They arc born and 
bred to it and form one huge family. 
No outsider need dream of getting 
work there. 

It is a curious sight to see the men 
at work and the way they get about. 
The business requires considerable 
skill. The soil is muddy and is al- 
most a quicksand. Any person unac- 
quainted with the work setting foot 
on a salt pan would he drawn down 
and swallowed up in a very few min- 
utes. The way the salt worker? get 
about this dangi roUs ground, one leg 
at a time, barely resting the toes and 
knee on the mud, is an art in itself. 

All the work is done in the most 
primitive fashion, and it is u-t l< H to 
attempt to introduce innovations. 
The men will hot tolerate new meth- 
ods. In making sluices for the pt* 

from tin larger canals they cannot he 
induced to use oiheriinpleinents than 
their toes. 

Tho salt, as it is collected, is piled 
up into ^yrdmWsijbou) 30 feet square 
at the ban and riling TO a height of 
about 50 fed. and forat least 20 miles 
before reaching Cadiz. and traveling 
by rail the traveler is struck hy the 
sight of hundreds and humlm!- of 
these pyramids wherever the eye can 
reach. At night the glistening pyra- 
mids form a ka at at a 
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the hands of the salt workers, from 
the gathering 0 f ,| u . >a | t t o the put- 
ting of it into the holds of the ships. 
Dock laborers and harbor men who do 
all other kinds of loading or unload- 
ing are excluded. The salt workers 
Bave their own special craft for ear- 
ning the salt from the pans to the 
harbor. 

The process of salt loading is cu- 
rious. The ships' holds are lined 
with matting, and as soon as a ship 
is ready to take in salt the craft come 
alongside laden down to the gunwale. 
A shut of'canvn- is then put down 
from the ship's hold to the small craft 
alongside, and the men, with their 
special wooden shovels, start throw- 
ing up salt. Naturally a ship of 300 
to 400 tons in ballast is very high out 
of the water, and to sec the men at 
work would give one the impression 
that as much salt fell back as is being 
thrown up. Nevertheless the ship is 

laden in an incredibly short time and 
ready for sea, not withstanding this 
primitive and apparently absurd proc- 
ess of loading.
